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AGRICULTURAL  SUMMARY  FOR  THE  YEAR  1928. 


The  total  estimated  area  of  the  nine  principal  field  crops,  that  iss, 
wheat,  corn,  rye,  oats,  buckwheat,  barley,  potatoes,  tobacco  and  hay, 
for  the  year  1923,  was  7,366,770  acres,  compared  with  7,585,689  acres 
last  year  and  7,595,207  acres  for  the  year  1919,  as  shown  by  the 
census.  The  total  estimated  value  of  these  nine  crops,  and  includ- 
ing sweet  potatoes  and  yams,  edible  beans,  cloverseed,  apples,  peaches, 
pears,  grapes  and  maple  syrup  and  sugar  was  $214,522,356.40.  Ac- 
cording to  the  census  these  seventeen  crops  represent  seventh-eighth 
of  the  total  value  of  all  agricultural  crops  in  Pennsylvania.  Apply- 
ing this  hypothesis  to  this  yeai^'s  estimates,  the  total  value  of  all 
agricultural  crops  in  Pennsylvania  is  approximately  |245,168,407.30, 
compared  witli  |241,365,855.84  last  year  and  $409,968,877.00  in  1919 
as  shown  by  the  census.  It  appears  that  the  value  of  agricultural 
crops  this  year  was  $3,802,551.46  more  than  last  year  but  $164,800,- 
469.70  less  than  in  1919.  The  average  value  of  agricultural  crops 
in  this  State  this  year  for  each  of  the  202,250  farms  was  approximate- 
ly $1,212.20. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  growing  season  of  1923  was  short  in 
precipitation  as  drought  prevailed  much  of  the  time,  yet  some  of  the 
crops  excel  the  ten-year  average  and  the  others  are  near  approaches. 
In  1922  the  dry  season  did  not  set  in  until  the  crops  were  nearly 
matured  while  in  1923  the  drought  prevailed  all  during  the  late 
spring  and  summer. 

The  value  of  dairy  products,  eggs,  wool  and  honey  this  year  is 
estimated  at  $122,829,828.90,  compared  with  $122,343,207.00  last 
year  and  $138,773,517.00  in  1919  as  shown  by  the  census. 

There  has  been  practically  no  change  in  the  value  of  farm  land 
during  the  past  two  years.  Farm  wages  by  the  year,  with  board,  in- 
creased during  the  past  year  from  $370.00  to  $408.00;  and  by  the 
day,  with  board,  from  $2.10  to  $2.45.  Female  household  help  in- 
creased from  $5.35  to  $5.90  per  week. 

Agricultural  conditions  have  not  been  satisfactory  but  show  some 
improvement  over  a  year  ago.

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CROP  AND  LIVESTOCK  SUMMARY— JANUARY  1,  1924. 


HOESES  AND  MULES— Reports  received  from  696  township 
correspondents  indicate  that  the  number  of  horses  on  the  farms  of 
Pennsylvania  lias  declined  about  two  per  cent  diiring  the  past  year. 
This  decrease  may  be  attributed  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  automobiles,  motor  trucks  and  farm  tractors  which  are  supplant- 
ing horse  power.  The  total  number  of  horses  on  the  farms  at  the 
present  time  is  estimated  at  465,58.5,  and  the  total  value  at  $37,900,- 
640.00  as  compared  with  |44,636,879.50  one  year  ago.  The  average 
price  of  horses  per  head,  including  horses  of  all  ages  and  classes, 
is  estimated  at  fSl.OO  compared  with  |93.85  one  year  ago.  The 
number  of  mules  is  estimated  at  54,125  which  is  approximately  one 
per  cent  less  than  one  year  ago.  The  average  price  per  head  is  es- 
timated at  195.00  compared  with  |106.35  one  year  ago,  and  the  total 
value  at  |.5,129,360.00  compared  with  .|5,796,445.00  one  year  ago. 

DAIRY  COWS  AND  OTHER  CATTLE— The  number  of  dairy 
cows  has  apparently  slightly  increased  during  the  past  year  and 
other  cattle  decreased  about  three  per  cent.  The  whole  number  of 
cows  kept  for  milk  is  estimated  at  862,835  and  the  total  value  at  |49,- 
227,321.50  compared  v/ith  |49,861,263.45  one  year  ago.  This  is  an 
average  of  |57.00  per  head  as  compared  with  |57.80  one  year  ago. 
The  whole  number  of  other  cattle  is  estimated  at  587,145.  The  aver- 
age price  is  estimated  at  $29.90  compared  with  |31.70  one  year  ago, 
and  the  total  value  is  placed  at  $17,561,250.00  compared  with  $19,- 
260,-590.00  one  year  ago. 

SHEEP — The  number  of  sheep  in  Pennsylvania  is  estimated  at 
458,505  which  is  an  iticrease  of  approximately  one  per  cent  over  one 
year  ago.  Reports  show  a  decrease  in  practically  all  the  counties 
except  Washington  and  Greene,  the  two  big  sheep  counties,  and  it 
appears  that  there  has  been  an  increase  here.  The  average  price  of 
sheep  per  head  is  estimated  at  $6.20  which  is  the  same  as  one  year 
ago,  and  the  total  value  is  estimated  at  |2,841,679  compared  with 
12,825,930.00  one  year  ago. 

SWINE— Til e  number  of  swine  has  apparently  declined  two 
per  cent.  The  estimated  number  of  swine  on  the  farms,  January  1, 
1924,  is  estimated  at  1,048,725  compared  with  1,068,180  one  year  ago. 
The  average  price  is  estimated  at  |12.25  per  head  compared  with 
113.75  one  year  ago  and  the  total  value  is  placed  at  $12,822,439.50 
compared  with  $14,691, 111. 95  one  year  ago. 
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CHICKENS — The  number  of  chickens  on  the  farms  has  apparent- 
ly increased  nearly  four  per  cent  during  the  past  year.  No  branch 
of  farm  industry  shows  as  much  improvement  during  recent  years 
as  the  poultry  industry.  The  whole  number  of  chickens  on  the  farms 
is  estimated  at  15,870,M5  compared  with  15,310,000  one  year  ago. 
The  average  price  per  fowl  is  placed  at  $1.01  which  is  about  the  same 
as  one  year  ago.  The  total  value  is  estimated  at  |15,987,097.70  com- 
pared with  115,647,411.50  one  year  ago. 

BEES— The  bee  industry  has  splendid  possibilities  and  a  well 
kept  apiary  ite  a  valuable  asset  to  any  farm.  The  whole  number  of 
hives  is  placed  at  110,675.  The  price  or  value  is  estimated  at  §5.75 
and  the  total  value  |645,117.85.  The  number  of  hives  one  year  ago 
was  estimated  at  113,276,  the  value  per  hive  $5.76  and  the  total 
value  $652,380.45. 

Total  estimated  value  of  horses,  mules,  cattle,  sheep  and  swme, 
including  chickens  and  bees,  on  the  farms  of  this  State  is  estimated 
at  1142,114,905.00  compared  with  $153,372,012.00  one  year  ago.  The 
decline  being  largely  in  the  value  of  horses. 

COEN— Keports  indicate  that  condition  of  corn  in  the  crib  is  89 
per  cent  of  normal  and  may  be  attributed  to  rains  during  the  early 
fall  following  the  long  severe  drought.  Only  about  four  per  cent  of 
the  corn  was  unhusked  on  January  1.  The  entire  crop  was  esti- 
mated at  58,911,920  bushels.  Estimates  show  that  86  per  cent  of 
the  corn  will  be  fed  on  the  farms  Avhere  produced. 

AUTOMOBILE— Careful  tabulation  of  reports  received  discloses 
that  approximately  145,480,  or  72  per  cent,  of  the  farmers  in  Penn- 
sylvania are  using  automobiles  for  business  and  pleasure.  The  num- 
ber one  year  ago  was  estimated  at  132,692. 

MOTOR  TRUCKS— Six  hundred  and  ninety-six  townships  report 
11,693  motor  trucks  in  use  on  the  farms.  If  the  other  townships 
have  as  many  pro  rata,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  they  have, 
then  the  whole  number  in  use  on  the  farms  of  this  State  is  approxi- 
mately 27,400.    The  number  one  year  ago  was  estimated  at  21,791. 

FARM  RADIOS— Six  hundred  and  ninety-six  townships  report 
2  942  radios  in  use  on  the  farms.  On  this  basis  there  are  approxi- 
mately 7,338  in  use  on  the  farms  of  the  State.  This  farm  conven- 
ience has  largely  developed  during  the  past  year.
